keep in sympatlieth! touch with 
each other in order that their mu- 
tual interests rniiy be conserved. 
At tlios<i conventions topics of 
intf^rest to thu deaf are di.scnssed 
and an effort made to promote ami 
to maintain an esprit (1(^ corps thai 
will in(lu(!e the deaf to merit and to 
clnim a place and rank amonn 
hearinj; people commensurate witli 
intelligence and ability. But the 
chief attraction of these (ionven- 
tions is the o[)porlunily th(\v afford 
for renewing old aeciuaiiilances and 
to meet with tliose with whom they 
can hold fr(*e and sympatlmlie 
intercourses l)y mf^ans of their own 
methods of communication. 

As may readily be imayined the 
Institution here is the favorite place 
of mi'ctiiig for the conv(Mition. A 
majority of tln^ members were 
formerly i)ii|)ils Imre and tliose all 
retain most pleasant memories of 
their alma mater and find much de- 
light in visiting tlut old familiar 
scenes and recalling the trials and 
tri\im|>hs of thi^ir school days en- 
dured and achieved in class room 
or on campus. As was to be ex- 
pected, therefore, the attendaiuM^ is 
very large — perhaps the largest in 
the history of the association, there 
being about 190 ])resent at the 
opening session, which numiu'r has 
been considerably aiiunuMited since. 
Supeiintendont IVIalhison and Miss 
Walker had made ample |)rovision 
for the comfort and welfare of their 
guests and had given tangible ex- 
l)ression to the heartinoHs of their 
welcome by the l)eautiful and ela- 
borate dt^corations throughoul the 
building. In the main halls and 
dining mom liundrc'dN of flag's and 
bannert»ts are suspi'iided from ceil- 
ings and walls, while the assembly 
room has been (ransformed into a 
bower of beauty by tim profusion 
of tastofiiUy arrarig<'d (lagH tmd 
bunting and drapery, the piece de 
rcfsistance being a portrait of Super- 
intendent Mathisoii surmouMUMl by 
a coat of arms arranged amid 
beautiful festoons of drapery an<l 
l>unling.

Tlie lirst session was held on 
Saturday evening and was devoted 
chiefly to addresses of welcome and 
responses theicto. The presideni 
of the association, Mr. A. E Smith, 
of Brantford, was unable to be 
pri'seni, owing to illness, and the 
(diair was <)ccii|)ieil most acceptably 
by Mr. P. Eraser, of Toronto, the 
vi(!e-president of the association. 

Pr>)f. Coleman opened the pro- 
ceedings with prayer, after whi(di 
the minutes of the last convention 
w(>r(* read by the secretary, Mr. 
Nurse. 

l<'ive young ladies. Miss Elhel Ir- 
vine, of BellevilU* ; and Misses 
Jessie Miinroe, Winnie Ballagh, 
Eva Elliott and Mary O'Neil, of 
Toronto, then re<'lte(i, " God Save 
the Queen " in the sign -language. 
TIm\V were all robed in while and 
decorated with the luitional colors, 
and when they had (Inished each 
one waved a flag above her head. 
Mrs. Moore, of Toronto, suitably 
allired, represented the Queen, 
and her little boy in khaki uniform 
symbolized " Tht^ Soldiers of Ihe 
Qiiocn." The whole effect was 
viiry i)relty and aioused much en- 
thusiasm. 

Superintendent Mathison was 
then called upon for an address of 
welcome, and as he rose to his feet 
he was ureeled with a warmth and 
heartiness that amply (hwrnmstral- 
ed the alteclion and esteem with 
which he is regarde<l by his old 
puf)ils and by all the deaf thiough- 
out Ihe province. After some 
humorous leferences to the scones 
and experiences of the past, he ex- 
tendeil to each and (>V(M'y one a 
very hearty, whole-souled welconie 
to the institution. He was glad to 
see everyone of them, and if more 
came ho would be glad to see them 
also. Ill looking over the faces 
of those of those before him he 
could hardly ii>cogniz»« many of the 
boys and girls of long ago. His 
memory went back twenty years 
or moVe and he could reco Hoc t some 
who came here as liltle boys anil 
girls and now they have families 
of their own. Some of them wer<> 
pretty mischievous when they wore 
here, but they have grown u|) into 
liiM> m(»n and wom(>n. meriting and 
enjoying the esteem and (lonlldence 
of tliose iimong whom they lived, 
lie was much gratilied to know that 
nearly all the deaf are good, honest, 
industrious men and womi'U, who 
are earning lh>lr living not by 
trading upon llieii alTliction, but by 
honorable labor and hon<>Ht toll. 
He hoped all of them would tho- 
roughly enjoy the convention 
which llu>y wore enabled to hohl 
here liy the courtesy of lh>n. Mr. 
Stralton. Many of ti>em lived 
isolated and lonely lives in various 
part.H of Ihe eonntrx' »<"1 thev 



would greatly enjoy spending a few 
days here In their old .school in 
pleasant intercourse with those with 
whom they could converse fn^ely in 
thcMr own language. He himself 
and other oflicers and teachers 
were prescMit to show their sympa- 
thy and good will, but they 
did not Intend to interfer<s in 
tins least with the proceedings. 
The convention was for Ihe deaf 
and they were to eonduct it them- 
selves in their own way, which tlj,ey 
were quite as capaUlo of doin« as 
were hearing people, and he hoped 
they would ilorive both profit and 
pleasure from theii' ineeiing to- 
gether. Everything jiossible would 
be flone to enhance their enjoy- 
ment and to nmke them feel at 
home. Ai!ain,on behalf of himself 
and of all connected wilh the insti- 
tution, he bade them a most hearty 
welcome, and hoped when they left 
for their homes they would all feel 
the better for having been there 
and would carry away pleasant 
recollections of all the officers and 
t(>acher8 and of the institulion. 

Mr. Slater, of Toronto, responded 
to the address of welcome. On 
behalfof Ihe deaf assembled ther 
from all parts of the province, he 
thanked Mr. Mathison for his kind 
and cordial greeting. It was a 
pleasure to them all to meet Mr. 
M'lthison, whose sign name was 
(Oierishod by every educ.'iled <leaf 
person In the province. His kind 
and genial welcome they knew 
came from his h(>art. Most of them 
had grown up under his eye and he 
had left upon their memories the 
strong and deep im|)re8slon of a 
true friend. The recollection that 
they carried away in their minds 
when they left .school was not that 
of a stern and severe school-master, 
but of the father of a great family 
wisely and kindly ruleil by one 
whom they were glad to meet once 
more. Most of them were once pu- 
pils there, now they were men ami 
woihen and they met thai day with 
feelings of gladness and deliglit. 
To the <leaf the old .scliool in which 
tht'y wore tanglil was much more 
than the schools of hearing children 
are lo them. To the deaf the old 
school is the true home of their 
minds, where their understiinding 
was first born into light. On the 
first page of the old book in which 
was shown one of the first siyn 
alphabets invented for the deaf was 
a curious and suggestive engraving. 
On one side is shown the picture of 
an imprisoned bird sot free, and <, 
the Mther is shown pa<l locked lips 
\infastened. These are good sym- 
bols of what had lieen done for 
them there, wlien tln*ir imprisoned 
minds were set free and their power 
of expression unclosed. He hoped 
that Mr. Mathison and those as- 
sociated wilh him in the great work 
of this institution would find iti 
Iheir a.ssembly some things to en- 
courage and inspire them with in- 
creas(v) contidence in theii . work 
and that they would find some 
portion of that pleasun' that comes 
from .s(>eing seed thai was labor- 
iously and carefully sown growing 
u)) with rich returns. 

Mr. Fra.ser, Ihe acting president, 
In a few graceful and widl-cliosen 
words, then welcomed all present 
to the convention. Ho waw glad to 
Hce so many present' and was 
struck with the inlelligent and 
independent spirit manifested, and 
he fell conlidenl that Ihe meeting 
would resull in lasting good to all. 
'['he long distance many of them 
had travelled In order lo bo pn^senl 
Indicated the warm interest thoy 
took in tlu> good work ll souKhl to 
proinole. How Ihiinkful they should 
all feel for what Is being done for 
the deaf all over the world and 
especially In the noble inslitulion 
of Belleville where so many have 
received inestimable benelll, and 
which Is [tteslded over by so true a 
friend of the deaf as .Mi. Mathison. 
They were srlad to see him amongst 
th(>m and taking so lieep an interest 
in th(> proceedings. It wiva also a 
source of great pleasure to see .so 
many of the teachers taking so 
gi(>al an inl<*resl in their welfare*, 
as was manifested by ()elng preseni 
He assured I hem that no pains 
would l)e spared lo make tluMr st.ay 
a pleasant one anil hoped all woilld 
go home greatly benefited by theii 
visit to B<>lleville. 

On motion of Mr. Madden, the 
president was asked to appoint 
some lu'cessary committees, and 
Mr. Miisiin rii(i\ed that the otliceu's 



and toa<!hers of the institution pre- 
sent, also Miss Eraser and Mr. and 
Mrs. Nasmilh, of Toronto, be elect- 
ed honorary membei*8 of the asso- 
(Malion. The meeting then ad 
journed.

The evening was devoted to a 
pantomime entertainment, which 
was very amusing and enjoyable, 
and which, moieovor, was devised 
lo te.aeh some excellent^ practical 
lessons. Misses Munro, O'Neil 
Elliott and Irving opened the pro- 
ceedings by signing very bejiutiful- 
ly Ihe National Anthem, with Miss 
Moore as Queen, A panlomine, 
" A Love Story," was then given 
t)y Misses Blackburn, Allendorp, 
and Messrs. Nurse, Lougheed and 
.Madden. Miss Annie Blackburn 
then recited again in her graceful 
and touching manner, " \Vhisper 
Softly, Mother's Dying." 

A very amusing and suggestive 
l)antomine represenling "Industry 
a;ul Sloth," was then given by 
Messrs. Nurse, Madden, Char- 
boneau, Lougheed and MeKillop. 



Tuesday Morning. 

.\fler prayer by Mr Eraser, Mr. 
Madden presented the report of the 
rciMul of the com in it toe on the re- 
vision of the constitution and by- 
laws, which was approved and 
adopted. The changes provide 
that Ihe old ofBcoi-s shall remain in 
ollice thirty days aftei th(» clo.se of 
Ihe convention, and that British 
citizens and citizens of Ontario 
shall be eligitde to membership 
after two years and to office aft«r 
five years residence in the province, 
and aliens shall be eligible lo office 
five years after being natuialized. 

Mr. A. VV. .Ma.so:;, of Toronto, 
then "gave an impres.«iivt^ talk on 
" Intemperance." He reforu'd to 
some of the outward and conspicu- 
ous signs of indulgence in the use 
of liquor and ompha.sized the evil 
elTocIs i-esuliing therefrom, and 
contrasted these with the beneficial 



results of total abstinence as ex- 
om|)lilied In the experience of most 
of the great and successful men of 
the ilay, and especially of Roberts, 
Kitchener and other noted generals 
who have won honors by keeping 
their heads clear and th(>ir faculties 
unclouded. He urged all young 
men to shun strong drink, and ad- 
vi.sed the young ladies never to 
marry a man who indulges in in- 
to.xicants. 

Mr. J. G. letTcrson, of Toronto, 
then" gave a short paper on poultry 
raising, pointing out the best kinds 
of fowls to rai.se and tlie I>e8t met- 
hods to employ to make this line of 
business profitat)le. 

Mr. Slater, of Toronto, followed 
with a Short practical talk on the 
social iind business relations of the 
deaf with the hearing. As a rule, 
they got along well together, 
thouah .sometimes disagreements 
arose, generally owing to misunder- 
standings as lo motives and pur- 
[)oses. He advl.sed Ihe ileaf to be 
cheerful and genial with iheir hear- 
ing friends jind thej' would, as a 
rule, have ao difficulty in getting 
along well with them. 

Mr.- Hazleton, of Delhi, then 
gave a very suggestive paper on 
" Negligence vs. Industry in Busi- 
ness." Idleness is one of the great 
curses of humaniiy and the coital n 
cause of disaster in bnsinoas. 
Every boy should learn a trade and 
be brought up in habits of industry 
and thrift, whether it was nece.s,sary 
for him to earn his living or not 
It is l>etler to work for the merest 
stipend than to spend the time in 
idleness and sloth. Habits of in- 
dustry or of idleness are formed 
early in life, and as the boy is so 
will the man likely be. 

Mr. Bayno, of Ottawa, followed 
with some further remarks alont; 
the same line, impressing on every 
one the absolute necessity for in- 
dustry and rigid application to all 
who would succeed in life. 

At this stage a very- pleasing 
variety to the proceedings was was 
given liy the appearance of several 
member's of the Belleville Board of 
Education, for the purpose of ex- 
tending their greetings to the con- 
vention. In intrt>duclng the visit- 
ing gentlemen Mr Mathison thank- 
ed tliem for the honor they had 
done the convenlion. He knew 
that they w^ero all greatly interested 
in the deaf and in all conijecled 
with the iireiilution, and had often 
given tangible evidence of their 
good w" Several of tho.se on the 
platform were clergymen and lo 
tlie.se and others not presoni the 
puj)il8 and stafT were greatly in- 
debted for their care and atlenlion. 
Some of them wei-e frequent visitors 
to the instiMition and ministered 
gladly to the pupils of their respec- 
tive denominations, and he could 
a.ssure them that their visits were 
greatly appreciated. Sometimes 
when pupils were ill the mini.sters 
were called upon and they always 
responded pramprly to every de- 
mand. Rev. Canon Burke es- 
pecially, was a faithful visitor. He 
had his i-egnlar appointments 
which he seldom missed, and when 
compelled to do so he always sent a 
curd or telegram. All the oth<>r 
gentlemen present had also lost no 
oppiirluuily of manifesting theii 
kindness and good will, and he 
bade them all a most hearty wel 
come. 

Rev. M. W. Mac'ean, chuirnian 
of the board, said that the members 
of the board felt a very deep into 
rest in education of all kinds, in- 
cluding that of the deaf. The 
graduates of the institution were 
assembled here to renew old ac- 
quaintances and for mutual hol|> 
fulness and cheer, and it was a 
great pleasure for him to see and 
welcome them lo Belle\ille. Like 
graduates of all schools and col- 
leges, he supi)o.sed tliey were all 
lo\al to and had a warm affection 
for their nlma maier. He did n<)t 
know miK'h of any other school for 
Ihe deaf, but he knew that excellent 
work was being done here. A few 
years ago a distingniahed Toi-onto 
minister was a guest of his, and 
they vi-sited the institution, and he 
expivssed himself as astonished 
and perfectly delighted with Ihe at- 
tainmenls of the jiupils, with their 
interest in their work tyid with the 
devotion of the teachers to their 
classes. He had asked several very 
difficult questions to Mr. Coleman's 
class, some of which he had no 
idea they could answer, but every 



question had been answered com- 
pletely and correctly. It seemed to 
him an easy matter to teach the 
hearing as compared with the deaf 
and it was perfectly amazing to see 
pupiLs come here absolutely ignor- 
ant, knowing not one word of the 
language and in a few years able to 
hold their own with those who can 
hear and speak, and giving such 
gratifying evidence of thorough 
training, not only of intellect but 
of heart, and so well fitted not only 
to oain a living in this life but also 
trained for the life to come. It 
cannot help but be an inspiration 
lo have so noble an institution and 
a staff so thoroughly intereslod in 
and devoted to their pupils and he 
extended lo them his best wishes 
for success both in this world and 
in that to come. 

Graceful speeches wire also niadf 
ity Canon Bnrke, Mr. W. P. Hud- 
son, Rev. Ml. Watch, Mr Hugh 
VValker and Mr. Win. Johnson, to 
which Supt Mathisoii replied. 

The afternoon was again devoteti 
to sports and to aotrial intercourse. 
the chief event being a football 
match between the pupils and ex 
pupils, which the former won easily 
by 3 lo 0. 

The cominitlee on resolulioiif' 
presented their report, which wa^ 
adopted It set forth that in the 
opinion of the convention, the com- 
bined system is the only one to give 
instruction to the deaf with as'Airei! 
success ; that Oralism, exclusive of 
any other method for toacliing the 
deaf of difTeront mental capacities 
be condemned ; that articulation 
for the deaf who show a uood ap- 
titude for speaking be lieariily en- 
dorsed ; that higher classes be es 
tablished in the Ontario Institution 
for the Deaf and Dumb and suj)- 
port from the Ontario government 
for that object be requested, so 
that a graduate may bo able to en- 
ter collejre and prep.ire for the 
higher responsibilities of life ; that 
the deaf be entitled to enjoy the 
privilege or l>enefits of insurance 
companies and associations the

Among the most singular speci- 
mens of vegetable life are the bot- 
tle trees of Austialia. As the name 
implies they are t)ottle shaped, in- 
creasing in girth for several feet 
from the ground, and then taperinu;

divided into two or more huge 
brunches, bearing foliage compo.sed 
of narrow, lance-shaped leaves, 
fwm four to seven inches 
The bark is rugged, and the f' 
Ihe .same In the old ami young 
The bottle tree sometimes gii 
a height of sixty feet and raeasnrea 
thirty-five feet anmnd the trunk. 
Many of these trees are supposed to 
be thousands of years old. 

The angry tree is also a nai 
.Vnstralia. It reaches a height oi 
eight feet after a rapid growth, and 
In outward appearance somewhat 
re.sembles a gigantic century plant. 
One of these curious trees was 
brought from Australia and set out 
in Virginia, Nov., where it has been 
seen by many persons. When the 
sun sets the leave*i fold up, and the 
lender twigs coil tightly, like a lil- 
tle pijf's tail. If the shoots are 
handled, the leaves rustle and 
move uneasily for a time. If this 
qiUM>r plant is moved from one spot 
i(> another, it seems angry, and the 
li.ives stand ont in all directions, 
like the quills on a poicupine. A 
most pungent and sickening oilor, 
said to resemble that given by rat- 
tlesnakes when annoyed, fills the 
air, and it ia only after an hour or
